Mahatma Gandhi, 
frail little 
leader o f millio ns 
altho ugh he 
ho lds no public o ffice, has es­ 
caped ano ther attempt to assas­ 
sinate him. 
When an auto mo bile arriv ed 
at a hall y esterday where Gand­ 
hi was cheduled to speak, a Bo y 
Sco ut band struck up a 
tune 
and the cro wd cheered. 
A man made his way to the 
car, to ssed a bo mb into it and 
fled. All fiv e passengers were in­ 
jured, but the Mahatma was no t 
o ne o f them. He arriv ed a few 
minutes later. The mistake 
o f 
the band leader in thinking he 
was in the car was credited with 
hav ing sav ed the Mahatma fro m 
death o r injury . 
“ This o utrage will no t injure 
my cause, but 
will 
make 
it 
stro nger,” 
said 
Gandhi, 
de­ 
scribing it as the sev enth 
o t- 
tempt o n his life. “ If they think 
my bo dy is so sinful they sho uld 
hav e singled me o ut o f the cro wd 
and no t injured inno cent 
per­ 
so ns.” 
Gandhi is to uring India 
in 
behalf o f the natio nalist cause, 
campaigning fo r the lo wer class­ 
es.

Harriman, Tenn., J une 26 (iP) 
— The Harriman Ho siery Mills, 
carry ing the dispute o v er its 
blue eagle to a climax , was shut 
do wn to day and a co mpany o f­ 
ficial charged that NRA Admin­ 
istrato r Hugh S. J o hnso n “ Set 
o ut to wreck this co ncern.” 
T. Asbury Wright, J r., atto r­ 
ney fo r the co mpany — o ne o f 
the largest to lo se the blue eagle 
— made public a letter to Gen­ 
eral J o hnso n, asserting the co m­ 
pany was co nv inced he intended 
to wreck it “ thro ugh bo y co tting 
and ev ery o ther means at y o ur 
dispo sal.” 
The clo sing o f the plant by 
the 
co mpany 
late 
y esterday 
threw 635 perso ns o ut o f wo rk. 
May o r J . D. D’Armo nd said he 
“ suppo sed the go v ernment will 
hav e to put the 635 wo rkers who 
lo st their jo bs o n relief.” 
Wright, asserting that a co py 
o f the letter was being sent to 
President Ro o sev elt, wro te: “ We 
hav e been unjustly , unfairly and 
in an unAmerican manner de­ 
priv ed o f o ur pro perty rights in 
the blue eagle.” 
NRA withheld 
co mment in 
Washingto n until General J o hn­ 
so n returns to his desk fro m 
Walter Reed ho spital. He was 
ex pected back to day . 
The letter to the administrato r 
said: “ We wo uld like to kno w if 
the blue eagle is the pro perty 
o f the law abiding citizen o f the 
United States o r if it is a play ­ 
thing to be held o v er the heads 
o f ho no rable and decent em­ 
plo y ers as a cudgel to bro wbeat 
and bulldo ze them into surren­ 
dering their co nstitutio nal rights 
fo r the benefit o f o utside agitat­ 
o rs who se o nly purpo se is to ex ­ 
plo it labo r fo r their o wn per­ 
so nal gain.” 
The co mpany ’s blue eagle was 
taken away by the NRA in April.
